Continuation of Sustance of Interview Including description of the general nature of what was agreed to, if any 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The appllicant argued that Japan ('141) could not anticipate or make 
obvious the claims because the valve (20) in Japan never closes completely as required by Claim 1 . The comments 
made by the applicant in his response to the attorney seemed to indicate this fact, but the examiner noted that an 
actual translation of the document would be required in order to determine if this was the case. The examiner stated 
that any new rejection not precipitated by amendment would be made non-final .
